One Thousand Out

IS DEVASTATED 


BRICK 
BUILDINGS 
LAID LOW 


First Shock Comes at Midnight and 


Drives Inhabitants From Their Beds 
—Not a Single Pane of Class la Left 
In the Village. 


San Lulu.Oblspo, Col., Aug. 1.—The 


prosperous mul fruitful valley of Los 
Alamos In the northern part of San- 
ta Uarlmra county was devastated by 
a seismic disturbance. A .strip 01 
country iUteen nillea long by 
four 


miles wide Is rent with gapliiK fis- 
sures and dotted with hills and knolls 
that sprung up during tJe night as It 
by magic. A'village Is In ruins and 
hundreds of people are fleeing 
for 


their lives. 


During the last four days that sec- 


tion of country has been shaken by n 
scries of earthquakes without prece- 
dent In the history or tradition of the 
Pacific coast. The continuance' of the 
disturbances and the Increasing sever- 
ity of the shucks have so terrorized 
tho inhabitants that they are leaving 
for other parts as rapidly as possible. 
Even now the village Is almost en- 
tirely deserted. 
| 


Continual Shocks. 


The disturbances began-on Sunday 


evening with a shod; which caused 
several thousand dollars' worth 
at 


damage to property in tho villagu and 
the surrounding country. It was most 
severe and most disastrous In tho vi- 
cinity of the Western Union OH com- 
pany's oil wells, on tho Currluga ranch. 
This shock was followed by a number 
of disturbances lean severe and less 
disastrous, continuing through tho re- 
mainder of.Sunday night and Monday 
afternoon.- On Tuesday night, begin 
ning at 12:10 o'clock, there was an 
other series of seven shocks, all of 
which were light. 


The general direction of these dis- 


turbances was cast and west. In ac- 
tion they resembled -the waves on a 
pond of water. 
Tho 
m6'st severe 


.shock of the entire scries occurred at 
11:30 o'clock Thursday morning. Hills 
were shaken and twisted to ttielr foun- 
dations. , Tho valleys trembled and 
rolled like the un»tabte surface of the 
ocean. 


Opens Great Fissures. 


Great fissures were run deep In tho 


earth. Hills and knolls appeared In 
level valleys. Springs of water broke 
out In places that had been dry. Tho 
general topography of the valley was 
greatly changed In many respects. Tho 
disturbance Imd no general direction, 
but was what Is known as a "twister." 
It was preceded by a rumbling llko 
that of distant thunder, 
which In- 


creased until tho'earth began to riso 
and twist and tho hills 
began 
to 


tremble. 


With the first warning of the sound 


of the approaching disaster tho ter- 
ror-stricken people rushed 
Into 
the 


streets and sought places of safety 
Jn vacant lots and roads. Many fled 
toward the neighboring hills. 
Tho 


first vibrations were similar to (ho 
preceding disturbances 
In direction 


and effect. 


Earth Rolls. 


They were Immediately followed by 


the most terrific shock over experl 
'enced In this section of the state. Tho 
earth trembled and rolled and twisted 
until It was Impossible Jor people to 
stand erect, and tho terror-stricken 
Inhabitants crouch&d together In • tho 
darkness, fearful that the earth be- 


1 ncath them might open and swallow 


them. 


Tho terror Inspired by the rumbling 


and trembling of tho earth was In- 
creased by tho sound of falling build- 
ings, which gave some Idea of tbe ter- 
rible destructlpn that 
was 
being 


wrought. 


When the most serious shocks had 


passed and tho rumbling sounds had 
died awny In the distant hills the peo- 
ple gathered in grfltips about tho ruins 
of their homes and places of buslneafl. 
When they saw tho extent of the dam- 
age done, many of them, fearful of n 
repetition of thin experience, Imme- 
diately'started on foot or l>y any con- 
veyance that could be liiul for places 
where the previous shocks had been 
less severe. 


Brick Buildings Fall. • 


In the darkness of tho night It was 


Impossible to determine, the full ex- 
tent of damage wrought,',but with the 
dawn the stricken village had the ap- 
pearance of the nilns of a city long 
deserted. The Presbyterian church, a 
substantial brick structure, had been 
leveled to tho ground. Not one brick 
building was left standing. 


Chimneys had toppled over. Frame 


buildings had been wrenched apart 
and 
thrown 
from 
their 
founda- 


tions. Telegraph and telephone wires 
had been broken. There was not a 
building In town that had not been 
damaged more or less seriously. In 
store biilldlngn that were not totally 
destroyed 
tao 
merchandise 
was 


thrown from shelves, and everything 
breakable was destroyed. 


Window Glass Broken. 


Not a pane of glass was left In any 


wlndflw of any houso In town. 
In 


frame cottages- and dwelling houses 
left standing stoves were overturned 
and crockery and glassware destroyed. 


A conservative estimate of the loss 


to property In tho village is $3D,000. 
This amount will probably uo greatly 
Increased by the damage A^no prop- 
erty in the surrounding country. Eacl 
merchant In town has lost at leas 
|500 on stock and the damage to 
buildings has been great. Tho exten 
'of the most severe portion of the dla 
turbanco is eleven miles long by four 
miles wldo, butr-jhe ..shock ;jvas-fel 


throughout Snr.ta fiarbara 'and 
San 


Luis Oblspo counties. 


Flee From Village. 


At the Western Union oils wells, on 


tho Carrlaga ranch, two tanks were 
wrecked and thousands of gallons of 
oil wore lost. 
Tiio disturbances con- 


tinued throughout tho day at Intervals 
of about two hours, but none of the 
shocks were severe. 


Tho people have deserted the vil- 


lage. Every conveyance has 
been 


taken. Tho passenger and 
freight 


trains that have loft here since the 
last 
severe 
shock 
have 
been 


loaded with people, who are Hoeing to 
Santa Maria and tho northern part of 
tho county for safety. 
' 


Since the first disturbances on ^un- 


day night there have been over seven- 
ty distinct shocks, and those who have 
been keeping records have now given 
up, as tho disturbances have become 
almost continuous.

' That the deal was a financial suc- 
cess, so far as the principal "longs" 
are concerned, admits 'of little doubt, 
though they will be unable to de- 
termine Just where they stand until 
bills for defaulted deliveries are set- 
tled. These defaults aggregated about 
COO.OOO bushels. 


Deliveries Are Exciting.

bushels of the shortage, though they 
owed the three principal longs only 
55,000 bushels. This would make them
